The National Manufacturers’ as­ 
sociation is said to be back of the 
movement in Omaha and it is said 
that that city has been chosc i by 
the association to fight the labor 
unions to a finish. 
A big labor fight is expected in 
Omaha M ay i.

the Missouri Training School for 
Boys, better known as the State 
Reform school, at Boonville, went 
to Kansas C ity yesterday to see the 
circuit 
judges 
about 
the 
new 
juvenile 
court. 
He 
said 
to 
a 
Times reporter: 
“ The juvenile court is the best 
agency we have for preventing the 
education of boys along criminal 
lines. 
Juvenile courts are past the 
experimental stage. 
“ In Chicago and the east their 
good has been proven. It is known 
that they save the boys, and this 
protects society and saves the state 
great expense that the boys would 
be if they grew up to be criminals. 
“ For fifteen years I have been 
superintendent of the state school. 
For thirty years I have been study­ 
ing that class of boys 
known 
as 
bad boys. 
M y experience is that 
seventy per cent of them can be 
saved if properly 
handled when 
young, or they can be ruined if 
improperly dealt with. 
“ A boy must never be locked up 
in a jail with old criminals. 
The 
stain and disgrace of that never 
leaves him. In our school at Boon- 
ville we have 350 boys, and seven­ 
ty per cent of tnem are getting to 
be good boys. 
“ When you get a boy interested 
in himself and his future you have 
saved him. 
I can point you 
to 
hundreds of men m Kansas C ity 
who graduated from my school and 
all of them are doing well. 
“ I am here to do what I can to 
help along the juvenile court. 
The 
people of Kansas C ity can’t afford 
to let it drop. 
“ In St. Louis Judge Foster has 
been chosen to preside over the 
juvenile court, and he is going east 
to study similar courts there.”

The wreck of Frisco passeoger 
train No. 105, in which five per­ 
sons were killed near £verton,Mo., 
Tuesday morning, was caused by 
two men, whose object was to re­ 
venge 
themselves on 
Conductor 
Taylor, who had kicked them from 
his train several months ago. 
This is the opinion expressed by 
people, railroad men and others, 
along the Frisco system who have 
watched events. 
The rails at the point where the 
engine left 
them 
bear 
peculiar 
marks, such as green hands might 
make in drawing the spikes. 
The 
officials of the road know this and 
are preparing their plans accord­ 
ingly ; every 
railroad 
man 
who 
passed the wreck 
knows it was 
the 
deliberate 
work 
of 
train 
wreckers who were willing to sac­ 
rifice any number of lives to reach 
the one man whom they sought to 
harm. 
The first trouble happened 
in 
December when Conductor Taylor 
put two men off his train one day 
near Pilgrim, a few miles from Ev- 
erton. 
These men were what the 
railroad men call “ snake eaters,” 
just as in another part of Missouri 
the people are known as “ Cracker 
N ecks.” 
It was January 23 that No. 104, 
a passenger train under the charge 
of Conductor Taylor, was wrecked 
near Turnback, about three miles 
south of Pilgrim. 
One man was 


killed and another lost both arms. 
A fter that there were three at­ 
tempts made to wreck passenger 
trains, all of them in the same vi­ 
cinity and every one of them under 
the charge of Conductor Taylor, 
these in addition to the two suc­ 
cessful attempts. 
Five lives have 
already gone to satisfy the craving 
of the “ snake eaters” for revenge. 
Conductor Taylor is a big, good 
natnred fellow, 
well thought of 
along the ’Frisco. 
The men with 
whom 
he quarreled are said to 
have made threats against him. 
One of them, who shortly after 
the first wreck in December passed 
through Kansas C ity, will be ar­ 
rested. 
The wife and child of one 
of these men were at ¡the Blossom

FOUNDER OF FEZ. 


Was lidrees II. Who liv ed Nearly « 
Tho asand Years Ago . 
Indrees II. was the foun d er of Fez, 
in the o ne hun d red th an d n in ety-sec- 
on d year after the Hegira, which cor­ 
respo nds to the year 808 of the Chris­ 
tian era. The site was foun d for him 
by his vizier, the abun d an ce of water 
hav ing d ecid ed in its favor. There 
wwre 6 0 sprin gs on the site, an d lux­ 
uriant vegetation . The sultan him- 
Bflf, it is said , turn ed the first sod of 
the n ew city with a hoe (fas), sayin g: 
‘T[ere do I plan t my fas,” an d so, says 
tie Detroit Free Press, the city came 
by its n ame. This was the old Fez 
(Fas el Bali), an d it was d ivid ed 
into 
two regio ns, the An d alus ban k of the 
riv ei» « and the Karn eem ban k. The 


d wellers on the An d alus ban k were 
those who had been turn ed out of 
Spain by on e of the early caliphs; the 
Karueen folk were of eastern origin , 
an d they were gen erally fightin g on e 
with the other. In 1204 the walls 
were built, an d in 1274 the n ew town . 
Fas Jad eed , was erected . Soon after­ 
ward s the mosques an d palaces were 
buUt, an d sin ce that time there has 
been little or n o chan ge in the aspect 
of the town . Fez is, therefore, prac­ 
tically a thirteen th cen tury orien tal 
city, just as it was at the time of the 
last crusad e, an d it gives 
to 
the 
stran ger who sees it for the first time 
an in d escribable impression of pic­ 
turesque an d warlike gran d eur, with 
its battlemen ted walls an d gates, an d 
its three outlyin g forts, which, ho w­ 
ever, were on ly built in 1590.
